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DETAILED ACTION 



The application of James M Brown et al. for a "METHOD AND APPARATUS FOR 
EFFICIENT DATA TRANSMISSION CONTROL IN A WIRELESS VOICE-OVER-DATA 
COMMUNICATION SYSTEM" filed October 26, 1999 without foreign priority and consisting 
of claims 1-11. 

Inventions Group 1 and Group 2 are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention Group 1 has separate utiUty such as 
negotiating frame length. In the instant case, invention Group 2 has separate utility such as 
performing pulse stuffing . See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
L Claims 1-5, drawn to Group 1, classified in class 370/465 (Adaptive) 
IL Claims 6-11, drawn to Group 2, classified in class 370/474 (Assembly and 
Disassembly) 

The grouping are distinct based upon the limitations as follows: 

I. "minimum segment size" or "maximum segment size"- Adaptive 

II. "predetermined number" -Assembly and Disassembly 



Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
